I have a copy of a letter written 
by the other of this pair to fas head of stats of another country setting forth 
his then-violation of these same laws.

The 
FBI should have bsen heaping tabs on these people. Something should have been done 
about th-' earlier violations. They are the most irresponsible and dangerous men, 
with arms am explosives stashed around the country. Heed I remind you of the 
bombings by the Cubans, some with CIA explosives? They sere cover adequately 
investigate# for their possible involvement in the Presidential murder. Thus there 
is an additional embarrassment because I he vs dons sen* of shot the FBI should have. 

I suv.ee at . however, that we have hers s touchstone to the seriousness 
of the Department of Justice. Ixelao asked for part of thexputlic record, such. as 
the formal charges. I hsvs received nothing*
